In early 2006, Palin sensed dissatisfaction with some of Alaska's Iong-ume pohtical figures and 

decided to run for governor. , 
"Knowing that former Governor Frank Murkowski's term was about to end, and seeing that lt 
was the same old people wanting to run, I said to myself, 'Let's get way out there and take a 
stand for thmgs that w<OT'trightaH^^ . 
As governor, Palin has two major goals: restoring Alaska's reputation after a senes of pohtical 
scandals and making the state less reliant on federal funding. "I feel like that is a reason that we 
are here - to show that we can be trustworthy, and we can run a clean government which will 
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allow us to convince the rest of the nation that we are capable of being responsible resource 
developers to supply the U.S." 

With five offices located across Alaska, Palin is constantly traveling while trying to send as 
much time as possible with her husband and four children. 

Palin's approval rating among voters hovers between 80 and 90 percent Some Alaskans have 
suggested her as a candidate for U.S. Senate or for Alaska's single seat in the House of 
Representatives. Palin's father, Chuck Heath, says his daughter isn't interested in higher office 
- for now. "She's here to stay " he says. "Her honesty has gotten her through everything in her 
political career, and we're proud of the effects her honesty has had on the state."

My mother, Stephanie Ann Backman, was that giri. As an adult, she 
became my hero, my role model and my antagonist. 

Now she is 59, and the drive and resolve of this 5-foot-2, 
103-pound woman are still that of the 11-year-old giri pushing 
herself toward first base. But the physical means that fuel her 
ambition are slipping away. 

Mom has post-polio ayndrome, a menacing term that means that the 
virus may be gone, but its effects are reappearing decades later at 
an unpredictable pace. 

Symptoms she thought had healed have returned and so have a few 
new conditions: muscle fatigue, weakness, pain, numbness, failing 
ppsture toward day's end, an inexplicable failure to do simple 
tasks such as holding out her arms palms up, then raising them past 
het shoulders. 

Experts estimate there are at least 250,000 people with 
post-polio ayndrome. Doctors often misdiagnose the condition or 
don't immediately recognize it because many of today's physicians 
didn't study polio in school. 

The impact on my mom was this: Doctors at first weren't sure what 
was slowing her down; and then, once the diagnosis was made, they 
weren't sure how to treat her. No one knows what lies ahead.

My mother and I have always been close, but watching polio' s late 
effects on her has brought me closer to her in ways I could have 
never predicted. 



We talk more about everyday life as if we were friends. And when 
the time is right, we talk about polio. Discussions leave me 
wishing I were there more often to help, to ease her burden and 
what will be a growing burden on my stepfather. 

Each trip to the East Coast reveals subtle changes in her 
condition. At times I want to be in the same room just to make sure 
she's OK. When I leave New England, I wonder what will change by my 
next visit. 

I face the prospect of someday being my mother's caregiver. And 
my worries grow as I watch her become more vulnerable, watch her 
age faster than either of us expected. 

The reversal in roles has already begun. As a psychotherapist 
accustomed to pushing people for their thoughts, Mom faces my 
questions about polio stories that she'd kept to herself. 

I now know of that summer day in 1952 when Mom, known to friends 
and family as Penny, entered Metropolitan General Hospital 
screaming from the searing pain that ran through her body. She lost 
the use of her legs for the next three weeks. 

I know of the day Penny repeatedly rang for the nurse to remove 
the bedpan. She had to get out of bed and remove it herself. The 
nurse finally arrived to find a giri hanging on the side of the bed. 

We've always been communicative, but these days we talk far more 
than we ever have, Mostly, it's about the day-to-day: the Boston 
Red Sox's late-inning rallies, the Texas heat, our weekend plans. 

Still, I call needing to know how she is doing, needing to 
understand what happened 50 years ago, what' s happening now and why. 



As I was growing up, Mom and I never discussed the polio. You 
couldn't really tell she'd had it: With the exception of a slight 
loss of posture while clirabing stairs, sha showed no signs of any 
neurological or muscular virus. 

What I saw was an independent woman who refused assistance - and 
sometimes still does. Mom simply couldn't be stopped. 

The subject of polio wasn't necessarily taboo. It just never came 
up. There were other immediate concerns while she raised two sons 
in an east-side Cleveland suburb. 

She would worry about supporting a family, forced to move every 
two or three years, on a household income that was a handful of 
dollar bills over the food stamp threshold. I, on the other hand, 
would worry about making the varsity baseball team.
